CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—Twenty- 
four girls from Middle Western 
colleges who came to Chicago to 
find jobs as working girls for the 
summer to determine just how 
working girls live, earned an aver- 
age of $12.62 on which they were 
able to live—but could not buy 
said yesterday at 
the conclusion of their sociolog- 
ical experiment. 

The girls conducted the experi- 
ment under the supervision of Miss 
V. Freda Seigworth, Y. W. C. A. 
woman industry expert. 

They hunted work ih the un- 
skilled labor fields and after 
working a month filed reports on 
Chicago girls with whom they had 
worked. 

“The object of the experiment 
was to get an insight ints the 
conditions under which the aver- 
age Chicago girl in industry must 
work,” said Miss Seigworth. ‘ And 
we uncovered the information %e 


sought first hand by being friends 
with the girls.” 

The college girls found that they 
could live on the wages that the 
Chicago girl gets. They bought 
their own meals, provided carfare 
and paid for their rooms. Buying 
clothes on’ their pay they said was 
out of the question. 

“The girls were employed at 
various types of jobs," said Miss 
Seigworth. “The girls worked at 
nesting ice cream pails, wiring 
radio coils, feeding envelope ma- 
chines, icing cakes, feeding hogs’ 
hair to a machine and carding 
hogs’ hair, gumming and pasting 
paper boxes, waiting tables in 
“Hobohemia,” sorting and mark- 
ing laundry, jogging and _ insert- 
ing in a bindery, spraying paint on 
10-cent ash trays, sewing iamp 
shades on piece work pay, bleach- 
ing soles of shoes, inking snoes, 
soldering and sleeving radio con- 
nections. The lowest paid. work 
was lamp shade fashioning, the 
report showed. This piece work 
gave the girls an average of $6 a 
week as a wage.

Collier will make his recommen- 
dation to the supervising architect 
of the Treasury Department at 
Washington. Congress has appro- 
priated $3,825.000 for a new mon- 
umental structure in St. Louis, of 
which $600,000 was allotted for 
the purchase of a site. Collier uaid 
the site would be purchased bs- 
fore the building is designed, but 
declined to estimate the date of 
completion.

HE Hawthorne race track is 

reported to turn over $500,- 
000 in wagers each day, which 
exceeds the “handle” of any part- 
mutuel track in the country. 

At 6% per cent legal takeout, 
the 24-day meet would yield a 
gross revenue of $780,000, from 
the mutuels. Gate receipts d 
other revenue would bring this 
total up to $1,250,000. 

That seems an ecnormous sum; 
but the expenses likewise 8 are 
enormous as the big plant must 
be carried at a dead loss, except 
for about 50 days during’ the 
year. 

That there still is a great profit 
in pari-muttel racing is evident 
from the number of tracks that 
have sprung up like mushrooms 
in the last half dozen years. The 
game is so big that it is able to 
support a holding company, for 
Matt Winn’s tracks alone, capi- 
talized at $13,009,000, which 
pays good dividends. 

As between the expansion of 
race track betting on horses and 
the installment of many grey- 
hound tracks, one wonders how 
long the public pocketbook wil! 
stand the drain.

Talking of plans for the day, the 
Governor pointed to a telephone on 
his desk and remarked: “I want to 
get away from my friend here on 
my right and get my voice in shape 
for tormorrow night; it’s got to go 
all over the country.” 

Shortly after, the Governor called 
for his automobile to take him into 
Massachusetts, where he planned 
some goif at Stockbridge with Nor- 
man H. Davis, Undersecretary of 
State and Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury in the Wilson Cabinet. 
Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the Governor's running mate, and 
Senator Pittman of Nevada, who 
will deliver the notification address, 
will be house guests of the nominee 
tomorrow night. ‘Chairman Raskob 
of the National Committee will stay 
at a hotel adjacent to the Capitol. 

Special trains. boats and busses, 
together with thousands of auto- 
mobiles, will bring in visitors from 


‘out of town. Tomorrow 18. special 


trains will arrive on the New Yo-:k 
Central alone, most of them from 
New York City. Other railroads 
also have arranged special trains.

ence, William E. Walter, manager 
of the Symphony Society, said to 
day upon his return to the city 
after a tour of Europe. 


In sfeaking of novelties waltes. 
of course, refers to compositions 
Which have not been played be- 
fore in St. Louis. These include 
such well known works as Strav- 
insky’s “‘Petrouchka,”’ which. Emil 
Oberhoffer will play at the open- 
ing concert of the season, and 
Richard Strauss’ ‘‘Don Quixote.” 

In the course of his European 
trip Walter conferred with Eugene 
Goossens, E. Fernandez Arbos and 
Oberhoffer, three of the four guest 
conductors who will perform here, 
and he talked with Bernardino Mo- 
linari in New York, where the Ital- 
ian was conducting a series of open 
air concerts, As a result of these 
conferences Walter announced a 
partial list of the works to be giv- 
en during the season and suggested 
the possibility of several more im- 
portant additions before the opcen- 
ing date. 

Some of the Novelties. 

Besides ‘‘Petrouchka,” Oberhof- 
fer will give a new piece by Rous- 
sel, the French modernist, a suite 
by Von Ditersdorf, the eighteenth 
century German composer who is 
little known in America, Kallini- 
koff’s first symphony ond Proko- 
fieff’s Symphonie Classique. 

Novelties which Molinari, the 
second conductor of the season, 
has already decided on, include 
two short pieces by Mule, Mali- 
piero’s ‘‘Pause in the Silence,” an 
intermezzo from Wolf-Ferrari’s 
opera “Quatro Rusteghi’ and a 
“Suite in Ancient Style” by Res- 
pighi. This number will represent 
Respighi's efforts not only to cap- 
ture the spirit of an older day in 
Italian composition, but the forms 
as well. 

Arbos, the Spanish conductcr, 
who is making his first appear- 
ance here, will do a Bach Brén- 
denburg concerto which is unfa- 
miliar to local audiences, Ravel’s 
“L’Albarada, del Grazioso,’ a suite 
from Prokofief’s ‘“‘Love of Three 
Oranges,” a Mozart serenade for 
four small orchestras, two behind 
the scenes and two on the stage, 
Strauss’ Don Quixote, and a num- 
ber of shorter works by DeFalla, 
Granados, Albeniz and other Span- 
ish composers. The Albeniz num- 
bers are transcriptions which Ar- 
bos made himself from the for- 
mer’s piano works. 

Transcriptions From Wagner. 

During the last six months Goos- 
sens has made a number of tran- 
scriptions from the Wagnerian mu- 
sic dramas which he will reveal, 
for the first time to St. Louis audi- 
ences. He is also planning to per- 
form one of the later symphonies of 
Sibelius, the Finnish composer who 
is known in St. Louis principally by 
his “Finlandia” overture, although 
one of his earlier symphonies was 
performed here last year by Ober- 
hoffer. 

The presence of s0 many modern 
and classic novelties on the <ca- 
son’s program does not mean that 
standard works and old favorites 
will be neglected. The first sym- 
phony of the season for instance, 
will be Tschaikowsky’s ‘“Patheti- 
que” and such numbers as Bee- 
thoven’s Third, Fifth and Eighth, 
Brahms’ Second and Third, Schu- 
bert’s C Major and Unfinished. 
Haydn's Thirteenth and _  Schu- 
mann’'s First, will receive at least 
one hearing. | 


Soloists Engaged. 

The chief soloists of the seasor 
will be Paul Kochanski,* who will 
play the Beethoven violin concerto: 
Viadimir Horowitz, who will un- 
dertake Tschaikowsky’s B minor 
piano concerto; Marcheal, the c=ll- 
ist: Harold Bauer, Jascha Heif<-tz, 
who has decided on the Brahms 
concerto: Myra Hess, Georges 
Enesco and Harold Samuels, p‘an 
ist. the famous Bach interpret. 

Walter also announced that not 
only all of the “Pop” concerts, but 
all the children’s and public school 
concerts as well would be directed 
by the regular conductors with 
one exception. This will be Vic-

Aug. 20.—As I sit in an idyllic 
corner of a Bohemian forest and 
review\in my mind all phases of 
our expedition, I realize more 
vividly than ever before what a 
great sacrifice was made by those 
men who left their families and 
the beautiful springtime of thefr 
fatherland and. did not hesitate to 
risk their lives that they might 
save ug; did not shirk from the 
prospect themselves of being held 
in the toils of the merciless polar 
ice. 

Much has. been said and writ- 
ten about “humanity’’ and many a 
charitable organization has taken 
it as a 
no’ greater example of willing self- 
sacrifice than was offered by those 
men who went out to seek us. 
And although our rescue was (‘n 
part due to the fortunate fact 
that our small radio apparatus

The high-pitched whining tone 
of our sending station—the only 
sound that broke the dead polar 
silence—will always ring in my 
ears. There was no talking in our 
tent as we sat there and waited 
for news. Bigi sat in his corner 
oi the tent beside the receiver and 
we waited to see whether he would 
reach out his hand for the note- 
book wherein he recorded mes- 
sages received or . whether. he 
would with a ‘look of disappoint- 
ment lay aside the hearer with a 
sad “I hear nothing.” 

And then at last the message 
was read to us and we learned the 
world had not forgotten us, and 
that from every side people were 
coming to search for us. 

From the first days in June, the 
little motorship Hobby tried to 
force its way forward to North 
Cape on Spitzbergen nd doubled 
its efforts later, when our position 
became known. Its work was sec- 
onded at the same time by the 
large fishing cutter Braganza, 
which even as I wrile today is still 
in Spitzbergen to continue the 
search for the Allesandrini and 
Amundsen groups. Neither of 
these two brave ships succeeded in 
its quest. The Hobby had to turn 
back at North Cape and the Bua- 
ganza was blocked repeatedly by 
ice and later released by the Kras- 
sin, but it could not get farther 
than Cape Platen, But this did not 
lessen the tributes due «he crews 
of the two ships. 

Luck an Important Factor. 

In the polar sea more than any- 
where else, success is first of all 
dependent on tuck and in a lesser 
degree on organization. Take away 
from every polar expedition the 
situations in which luck played in- 
to its hands and what remains? 

Is less credit due De Long whose 
ship. the Jeanette, was crushed by 
polar ice in the very first year than 
to Nansen, whose Fram, after it 
has withstood several winters with- 
out great damage, was carried by 
a favorable current tio the western 
coast of Spitzbergen to the ery 
door of civilization and into the 
open sea? Unfavorable winter— 
and this can never ie foreseen— 
is enough to doom to defeat the 
best organized expedition, where- 
as favorable conditions can work 
wonders. 

On the same field where our 
group lived almost a month without 
weapons, boots and medicines, a 
splendidly organized German ex- 
pedition came to grief some years 
ago. And on the other hand, Wors- 
ley with his sailing yacht three 
years ago sailed blithely through 
the very waters where the Kras- 
sin, the biggest icebreaker in the 
world, this year smashed its way 
to us with superhuman effort. 

The search for us already had 
been begun the first days of June, 
although no news had been received 
from us. At first the search was 
devoted to Spitzbergen, to whihc it 
was assumed we had intended to re- 
turn. This expedition was that 
headed by the young Italian engi- 
neers who were at the same time 
sportsmen—Mateola and Albertini 
—who, together with Norwegian 
fishermen, searched the pack ice 
between North Cape and Cape

ward as far as the unknown foot- 
hills of Spitzbergen. They even 
went on toward the northwest to 
the icebergs of Cape Leigh Smith, 
which we could also see at that 
time from our red tent, but with- 
out imagining that our friends 
were also there. 
Mects Two of Searchers. 

I met the two engineers later on 
board the Krassin as they were on 
their way to Wrede Bay to help 
Chukhnovsky (the Russian flyer 
attached to the Krassin, who found 
Zappi and Mariano). They were in 
the best of spirits and despite their 
hardships declared they had come 
to love this dreary land, with its 
icebergs and cliffs, and even its 
fearful pack ice, and that they in- 
tended to remain on board the Citta 
di Milano in order to take part in 
the search for the Allesandrini and 
Amundsen groups. \ 

They had their special favorites 
among the sturdy northern dogs 
which drew their sleds, and had 
given names-to each of them. One 
was reminded of the fine young 
men of Jules Verne’s romances 
when they spoke of the islands 
which they had discovered in the 
northern bays of Spitzbergen, one 


|of which they had named Mysteri- 
watchword, but I know! 


ous Island. 

Later, when the Citta di Milano 
had received word, our three com- 
panions, Malmgren, Mariano and 
Zappi, had left us, a rescue expedi- 
tion was organized in command of 
Lieut. Giovanni and a second under 
Sora. Giovanni was forced to turn 
back, but the experienced Afpinist, 
Sora, made his way forward in five 
days to Cape Brim Mountain, whose 
gray outlines we could at the same 
time see, less than 40 kilometers 
away from our .red tent. 

Plans to Explore on Foot. 

It was his plan to march across 
Koyne Island, where he expect. ¢ 
to find the Malmgren group. Our 
little radio station gave us news 
of Sora’s adyance, and we reposed 
the greatest hopes in him. We 
knew the self-sacrificing spirit of 
these Alpinists, mountain  guices, 
who were always ready to. risk 
their lives to save one unknown 
tourist, and we calculated the hour 
when Sora would reach us. 

A few days later, however, our 
radio brought us, word that Riiser- 
Larsen had warned Sora the ice 
between the mainland and Foyne 
Island was very bad and had ad- 
vised him to turn back. We be- 
lieved he had taken this advice. 
But we did not know what Capt. 
Sora was capable of. Not uati] 
later, after I had been rescued and 
was on board the Krassin, dil I 
learn that Sora had not heeded 
the warning. On the contrary, he 
had left one man who could-go no 
farther, with supplies and a tent, 
at Cape Brun, and had then him- 
self, with the Hollander Van Dwon- 
gen, after three _ futile attempts 
and after superhuman efforts, 
reached Foyne Island, where he 
and his companion later were tak- 
en off by the Swedish airplane. 
(This rescue was July 14, two days 
after the narrator and party were 
saved). 

It would lead too far in this 
place to give a detailed accouit 
of all phases of his undertaking 
as he modestly related them. Fut 
one thing must be said with all 
emphasis, and that is that history 
records few such heroic advances 
over polar ice whose terrible dif- 
ficulties were so well known to us 
who had lived in it for seven 
weeks. 

Flyers Seen Far Away. 

The first flyers came in the ec- 
ond half of June. They were 
Riiser-Larsen and Luetzow-Holm. 
We saw them June 14 for the first 
time, in the night hours, and far 
off. Later they started again sev- 
eral times, and we saw them every 
time. Larsen even started twice 
alone with his little plane with 
its modest cruising radius. 

There could be no higher praise 
for an aviator, especially not for 
one who knows the dafhgers of 
the polar ice and of landing on it 
as well as does Larsen, who in 
1915 piloted Amundsen’s Dornier- 
Wal plane on its fl ight to the 
North Pole and who with his com- 
panions cheated death by only a 
narrow margin. 

Not until we had seen how the 
polar ice looks, how terrible a 
route it offers for marching and 
how rarely any landing place can 
be found for such a heavy air- 
plane as Larsen's, did we compre- 
hend what tremendous good for- 
tune Amundsen’s expedition had 
enjoyed. Along the route it had 
trken no ice»dreaker could force 
its way or any dog team or, I 
believe, even an airplane. And 
when a man who has lived through 
all this stakes his life to rescue 
others, one carmot have sufficient 
respect for such courage. 

Two Find Landing Field. 

The ice field which Troiani and 
Biogi found some 300 meters 
from our camp on one of their 
searches for provisions that 
might possibly not yet have been 
used up, made Lundborg’s land- 
ing possible. It was nothing less 
than a wonder to find in the 
chaos of upheaved ice cakes and

LOUISVILLE, Ky.,. Aug. 21.— 
Kentucky and ‘Tennessee really 
constitute the big enigma of che 
presidential campaign. There the 
full tide of prohibition and reli- 
gious prejudice beats against the 
wall of Democratic tradition. 

Further South the overwhelm- 
ing Democratic majorities are sate 
against the assault, but in these 
states Republican Senators and 
Congressmen are no rarities, und 
in Kentucky especially Republican 
and Democratic Governors alter- 
nate with a startling approach to 
regularity, and this has been true 
for 30 years. Nationally only once 
has either state departed from the 
Southern habit. Tennessee voted 
for: Harding, Kentucky for Cool- 
idge,. but in both cases the politi- 
cal tangent was the result of a 
poverty-stricken Democracy pitted 
against war chest of bottomless ca- 
pacity. 

Both Sides Organized. 

The uncertainty of the states’ 
local politics has developed a per- 
fection of organization on both 
Sides. Each accuses the other of 
ruthlessness and unscrupulousness, 
and it is fairly evident that in this 
border fighting no blows or holds 
are barred. Jim Watson's machine 
in Indiana has nothing on the 
Kentucky Republican apparatus 
when it comes to making the mini- 
mum of votes yield the maximum 
of count, the only difference is 
that in Kentucky the other sidz 
has probably a normal majority 
and not unlikely is equally and ‘tas 
cynically resourceful. 

The rival organizations are 
hardly functioning yet. They are 
in the preparatory stage of gath- 
ering stenographer, press agents, 
amassing literature, appointing fly- 
ing squadrons and missionaries, 
and the other supernumeraries 
throughout the country. This is 
another reason that political proph- 
ecy amounts to little more than a 
guess, 

Religious Issue Deplored, But Used 

The Evangelical préachers e 
fulminating from their  pulpits 
against Al Smith, the W. Cc. T. U. 
is proselytizing among the Demo- 
cratic women and with no incon- 
siderable success for Hoover. Here 
as elsewhere Smith’s wetness is the 
ostensible excuse for the  on- 
slaught; actually his Catholicism 
is employed to rouse’the Protes- 
tant countryside against him. The 
Republican chiefs deplore the ad- 


vent of the religious issue and take 
full advanta:e of it. 

Leading the clerical attack on 
the Democratic standard bearer is 
the Rev. E. Y¥. Mullins, president 
of the Southern Baptist Theolog- 
ical Seminary, and former presi- 
dent of the Baptist World Alliance. 
Proclaiming. himself a_ lifelong 
Democrat Mullins arraigned the 
Houston convention for nominating 
“a sopping wet head of the ticket 
from the sidewalks of New York.” 
He disclaims any anti-Catholic 
prejudice, and announces he will 
vate for Hoower rather than for 
“the outstanding champion of the 
most corrupting and law defying 
influence that ever meddled in 
American politics—the liquor traf- 
fic—outlawed in large measure 
because it would not stay out of 
politics.” 

He ridicules the argument that 
Southern Democrats should stand 
by the ticket but elect Congress- 
men who will prevent a wet Presi- 
dent from harming prohibition, 
which he say means: “Be a Dem- 
ocrat when you vote, but be a Re- 
publican in Congress.” 

The anti-Smith preachers by no 
means have it al] their «wn way. 
Dr. E. L. Powell, pastor of the 
First Christian Church of Louis- 
ville, is cons.°°-u .~ fer ‘ 
side's distaste for @:-i.-.6 the 
church ‘=to politics, but apparently 
the bulk of the preachers, particu- 
larly in the rural sections, have 
turned thumbs down for che Gov- 
ernor of New York.

A Republican View. 

Now for the other view as voiced 
by Republican National Commit- 
teeman Chiltern, charge d’affaires 
‘“Un- 
less all the indications of politica, 
trend are false, Kentucky will go 
for Hoover. The State is dry. * We 
will get more Democratic drys for 
Ttoover than our adversaries get 
Republican wets for Smith. Demo- 
cratic women, who never before 
voted will go to the polls this time 
to oppose the candidate of the 
Houston convention. There is the 
same disaffection here that there 
is in other Southern States on the 
Democratie side.” 

When this view of things was re- 
peated to the Democratic chiefs, 
Vinson, Chapman, Claypole and 
Hamilton, who constitute the steer- 
ing group under Senator Barkley’s 
chairmanship, the reply was that) 
the picture wag painted with a Re- 
publican brush@Most of the Demo- 
crats, male and female, would stand 
by their party. There were de- 
fections from each party to the 
other, and apparently in about 
equal proportions. 

The Republicans are banking 
considerably on Democratic sore- 
ness over the gubernatorial elec- 
tions wherein a racing Republican 
was permitted to win over a puri- 
tanical Democrat. However, the 
pro and anti-Beckham Democrats 
are evenly represented .in the 
steering committee for this cam- 
paign, and dry Barkley is captain- 
ing Al Smith’s fight, so there is 
that much harmony at least. 

On the other hand the Kentucky 
Democrats are making the most of 
a patronage row in which the Gov- 
ernor is tangled, an outgrowth of 
the race track controversy, with a 
nebula of graft somewhere in it. 

Religious Issue the Real Point. 

Actually these things count for 
little if anything. The big factor 
is how damaging the religious issue 
is going to be. The Republicans 
say they wish it had not arisen. 
They are somewhat timorous as to 
the counter effect on those who 
have no patience with intolerance. 

Tennessee May Stick. 

Such opinion as has formed in 
the two States inclines to assay 
Tennessee as less likely to be miss- 
.1g from the Smith column on elec- 
day day than Kentucky. The 
prophets base this on the better 
.rganization the Republicans hav: 
in Kentucky, and also because the 
Tennesseeans are more strictly 
Southerners than the Kentuckians 
and therefore so much more re- 
sistent to the urge to vote against 
the party candidate, because of his 
dryness and his religious creed. 

The counter argument.to this is 
that Tennessee has more  back- 
woods fanaticism, as indicated by 
the evolution trial at Dayton, and 
has not been exposed in the same 
degree as Kentucky to liberalism. 

It seems logical to assume that 
these two border States will go the 
same way. The anti-Smith propa- 
ganda has had the more publicity, 
thanks to the activity of the 
and 
this may account for the deepness 
of the present Hoover tinge. 

Perhaps in no other States ts 
there the same opportunity for 
political management; it is not too 
much to say that Kentucky and 
Tennessee will be won by the party 
that makes the most intelligent 
and vigorous campaign.

George B. Harvey is dead at his 
summer home in Shalicross, Pum- 
pelly Hill. He died suddenly late 
yesterday afternoon in his sixty- 


fourth year. 

A month ago he came here to 
seek relief in the high altitudes 
from asthma which in recent years 
had afflicted him. He seemed on 
the road to recovery. A heart at- 
tack, however, brought death with- 
in a few seconds. Mrs. Harvey and 
his physician were the only ones at 
his bedside. 

As editor of Harper’s Weekly, 
Harvey fought for the nomination 
of Woodrow Wilson for the presi- 
dency. Later the editor turned 
from Wilson to ally himself with 
the Senate irreconciiables in ‘heir 
fight against the League of Na- 
tions. To his influence in breaking 
the deadlock at the Chicago con- 
vention the nomination of Harding 
was largely attributed. 

President Harding appointed 
Harvey Ambassador to the Court of 
St. James’s. In London Harvey cre- 
ated several sensations. He ap- 
peared in ancient court dress dis- 
carded by United States Ambassa-~- 
dors for many years with a result- 
ant flood of editorial jibes in this 
country. At a Pligrim’s day din- 
ner he criticised the American re- 
sponse to allied troop appeals: in 
the early days of the war. The 
speech was severely censured in 
this country. 

Harvey, who had started life as 
a newspaperman, rising from posi- 
tions on the Springfield (Maes.) 
Republican and the Chicago Daily 
News to the managing editorship 
of the New York World, returned 
to journalism after his resignation 
from his London post shortly after 
the death of Pres#ient Harding. He 
was editor of the Washington Post 
for a year. | 

Harvey was born in Peacham, 
Vt. and was educated at the 
Peacham Academy, Vermont and 
Nevada Universities and Middleton 
and Erskine Colleges. 

He held his Colonelcy by ap- 
pointment to the staffs of the Gov- 
ernors of New Jersey and South 
Carolina, In 1887 he married Ajma 
A. Parker of Peacham, who, with 
their only daughter, Mrs. Dorothy 
Thompson, wife of Col. M. H. 
Thompson, U. 8. A., survives him. 

Col. Harvey's body will be taken 
from Dublin to Keene early Thurs- 
day and a special train wil! carry 
it to Peacham, Vt. . The funeral 
rervices at Peacham will. be eg 
vate, 


Had Part in Selection of Wilson 
and Harding as Presidents. 

George Harvey, one of the fore- 
most publicists of his time, at- 
tained the singular distinctiva of 
having had a large share in the 
making of twe successive Presi- 
dents, one a Democrat and the othi- 
er a Republican. 

The editor and publisher was 
generally credited with having 
launched Woodrow Wilson upon 
the political seas when Wilson was 
head of Princeton University. He 
later became one of Wilson's bit- 
terest foes. 

He had a part in the selection 
of Warren G. Harding as ihe 
compromise Republican Presiden- 
tial nominee at Chicago in 1920; 
aided Harding materially in his 
campaign and was reputed to have 
formulated the issue of anti-Wii- 
sonism and opposition to the 
League of Nations that dominated 
the Harding-Cox contest for the 
Presidency. His reward was ap- 
pointment to the highest diplie- 
matic post within the gift of the 
new President, that of Ambassador 
to London. 7 

Born during the Civil War, Feb. 
16, 1864, at -Peacham in rock- 
ribbed Republican Vermont, Har- 
vey originally was a Republican. 
After attending Peacham Academy. 
Vermont and Nevada universities 
and Middleton and Erskine col- 
legea, he turned to newspaper work 
and changed his political faith 
while so engaged.

The Federalist party, which was in control of the 
Government at the time, thought it could winnow 
out of the American nation all the people who sym- 
pathized with the French revolt or whose foreign 
names sounded revolutionary. There resulted an orgy 
of raids and deportations such as we saw in this 
country after the Russian revolution. Resentment of 
what the Government was doing rose so high that it 
swept the Federalists out of public life. So, too, did 
the North revolt from the South’s fugitive slave 
laws, and the resentment of the South at last frus- 
trated the brutal force bills of the post-bellum period. 
Like the alien and sedition laws of an earlier era, 
all these were repulsive to a free people, though they, 
too, enjoyed the authority of law. The fugitive slave 
laws may be said to have precipitated the war against 
slavery. 

The American people need to be reminded now and 
then of their history. They have Dr. Butler. to 
thank for reminding them of it now. In the words 
of John Philpot Curran, “Eternal vigilance is the 
price of liberty.” 
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IT WAS THE BOLONEY. 


Truth is often inadvertent, as it was when a radio 
station at Cincinnati followed the Curtis speech of 
acceptance with an organ number entitled “It’s the 
Boloney.” The announcer explains that it was en- 
tirely ihadVertent. He had not the slightest idea 
anyone woujd take the announcement as a com- 
mentary upon the Curtis speech.

tomers. She is buying more American goods than 
she ever did in the pre-war days. Our exports to 
Germany in 1927 reached the value of 3481,000,000, 
and if 1928 keeps up the pace of the first quarter 
our sales to Germany will aggregate $560,000.000. 
Impressive as those figures are, they do not tell 
the whole story. Automobiles, for example. We 
exported 8000 automobiles to Germany in 1927, and 
the prospects are that this year the tally will be 


raised to 13,000, which, expressed in money, will 


_approximate $14,000,000. But these do not take into 


account the substantial item of parts shipped to Ger- 
many and assembled in factories located there. That 
is a phase of the business which is rapidly growing 
and which, it is predicted, will extend and expand 
in many lines in the near future. 

But if Germany, or any other country, is to con- 
tinue to be a good customer of ours it is imperative 
that we shall be a good customer of hers. Interna- 
tional trade is, under normal circumstances, largely 
a matter of exchange of goods. The economists all 
stress that fact as an elementary truth, and common 
sense so accepts it, but the votaries of high and ever 
higher tariffs blandly ignore it. 

It is a long time since the “Napoleon of Protec: 
tion,” William McKinley, counseled an audience in 
what was to be his valedictory, that “we cannot hope 
to sell unless we in turn buy.” That was the speech 
at Buffalo wherein the protectionist, with the larger 
view acquired in the White House, espoused 
reciprocity. 

The superstitious faith which Mr. Hoover professes 
in the potency of higher tariffs to cure all our in- 
dustrial ills from agriculture to zinc may or may not

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THE FIRST CATHOLIC CANDIDATE. — 

The impression has gone abroad that Gov. Smith 

is the first Catholic to be nominated for the presi- 
dency. The San Francisco News points out the error 
of this impression. In 1855 the newly born Repub- 
lican party named as its first standard bearer Col. 
John Charles Fremont, known as “The Pathfinder.” 
Fremont was born in Savannah, Ga., of a French 
Catholic father, and was educated ina Catholic school 
in North Carolina. Like Hoover, he was married by 
a Catholic priest. His bride was Jessie Benton, daugh- 
ter of Senator Benton of Missouri. 
Fremont ran on an antislavery platform and paved 
the way for the subsequent victory of Abraham Lin- 
coln, who campaigned for Fremont in Illinois. The 
slogan of the Fremont campaign was “Free speech, 
free press, free soil. Fre-mont and victory.” The slo- 
gan was overoptimistic, in view of the overwhelming 
strength of Buchanan, the Democratic candidate. 
he campaign was a very bitter one, due largely to 
the issues raised by Millard Fillmore, candidate of 
the Know-Nothing party, of which the present-day 
Ku Klux Klan is a descendant. 

Fillmore directed fire at Fremont’s antislavery 
stand and his Catholicism. Fremont’s Catholicism 
was not very strict, but that did not prevent the ap- 
pearance in newspapers of the day of such head- 
lines as: “The Romanism of Fremont as Demonstrat- 
ed by His Own Acts”; “The Roman Intrigue’; ‘Col. 
Freniont’s Romanism”; “Ours is a Protestant Gov- 
ernment and Our President Should be a Protestant 
to Enforce Our Protestant Laws and- Constitution.” 

It is a curious historical footnote that, despite the 
furious religious intolerance of the day, Fremont 
might have been President if he had forsaken his 
antislavery principles. The Democrats in 1855, de- 
siring to capitalize Fremont’s great reputation as a 
western trail blazer, Indian fighter and companion 
of Kit Carson, offered him the Democratic nomina- 
tion. Fremont refused it to lead the momentarily 
doomed antislavery cause.

A HARDING PRECEDENT. 

Mr. Hoover has asked Mr. Curtis to sit in at Cab- 
inet meetings, in the event of their election. The 
precedent was established by Mr. Harding, who ex- 
tended the courtesy to Mr. Coolidge.

M. M. STEPHENS, CiTY BUILDER. 

The life story of M. M. Stephens, who died Mon: 
day, was pretty much the ‘history of East St. Louis 
since 1887. The almost incredible space of 40 years 
elapsed between his first inauguration as Mayor and 
his final retirement from the office last year. Dur. 
ing that period he actually was Mayor for 22 years. 
He became almost as much a part of the scene as 
the levee and the bluffs. 

Stephens was a bearded giant with the qualities 
of a pioncer. He was at home in the turbulent atmos- 
phere of East St. Louis. In the political hurly burly 
of that community it required iron nerve and in-, 
domitable fighting qualities to stay on top of the 
heap. Stephens stayed there longer than a whole 
generation of adversaries combined. When he made 
his last unsuccessful race he was 80 years old, and 
still full of fight. 

His first race was won on a platform to “lift East 
St. Louis out of the mud and put it on a cash basis.” 
He was successful in winning the race and in carry- 
ing out his program. Under him the city accomplished 
a herculean task—it virtually raised the level of the 
whole town about 15 feet. Occasionally he went down 
to defeat, but always he came back. His political 
shrewdness, his hard common sense, his unbending 
determination, and his tremendous record of public 
service, were always sufficient to recommend him 
again to the voters. ‘ , 

He had been in retirement for several years, at- 
tending to his private business, when the orgy of 
corruption and crime under the Lambert and Moll- 
man administrations again made it necessary for 
someone to “lift East St. Louis out of the mud,” and 
the old Roman was called back to the City Hall. He 
succeeded largely in rehabilitating the municipality, 
although toward the end his efforts were seriously 
impeded by a new generation of politicians, most of 
whom were in their cradles when Stephens was serv- 
ing his first term. 

Few men have more completely dominated a local 
scene. “M, M.” is gone, but a thriving industrial city 
of 80,000, standing on the spot where he found a 
dismal village of 13,000 bogged in the mud, is his 
monument. 
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ST. LOUIS AND THE GOEBEL FLIGHT. 

There is more than passing significance for St. 
Louis in the flight of Art Goebel from Los Angeles 
to New York last Sunday and Monday in 18 hours 
and 58 minutes. It is significant that choosing the 
shortest path across the continent Goebel flew over 
St. Louis. It is significant, too, that ft took him only 
10 hours to fly from California to the Mississippi 
River and a trifle short of nine hours from St. Louis 
to New York. : 

The flight proves again, in telling terms, the im- 
portant position that St. Louis holds in the aeronau- 
tical development of. the country. It is the cross- 
road for the flight from north to south as Well as 
from west to east. It is roughly the midway point 
in a flight from ocean to ocean or from Gulf to the 
Lakes. And now that it is to have an airport to 


exploit its advantages, who can say where its devel- 
opment will end?

The only qualification which must be re- 
corded is—and perhaps at this point the cat 
comes leaping from the enveloping sack— 
that this Government is inordinately ex. 
pensive. For $500,000,000 a year it ought 
to be possible to provide substantially more 
in goods and services than the city actually 
receives. Any effort to estimate the Jispar- 
ity between the value received and the cost 
to the public would be rash, if not ridicu- 
lous. Yet it can scarcely be less than 10 
per cent and, if any means could be found 
to measure it, it would not be surprising. to 
find it as much as 30 per cent. Salaries in 
all ranks, except in certain professional 
gsroips and among subordinates, are guite 
out of scale with those in private em ploy- 
ment. Most departments are over-manned: 
Inany employes with pull scarcely work at 
all. The prices paid for supplies and con- 
tract work, ‘in spite of publie lettings are 
(requently amazing. Outsiders who dare to 
uncerbid are likely to find specifications 


very rigidly enforced against them and their 


payments so delayed that the futilicy of it 
S0On becomes apparent. 

For more than a decade the electorate of 
the city has been almost mockingly indiffer- 
ent to extravagance and waste. This is not 
surprtsing in view of the fact that in many 
Manhattan districts there are but two or 
three taxpayers among 500 voters. The sit- 
uation is less extreme in. Brookiyn and 
Queens, but even there less than one voter 
in 10 pays direct taxes. The middle-class, 
home-owning folk are being pushed beyond 
the city’s limits, leaving the richer and the 
poorer behind. ‘There is ag little home 
ownership in. Park avenue or Riverside 
Drive as there is in First or Tenth avenues. 
There can be no question that this condi- 
tion breeds a feeling of political irresponsi- 
bility, and this is one of the things that 
makes for bossism everywhere. 
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This is not to say that there is a lack of 
individuals and groups with a stake in the 
community, Many with the most consider. 
abl> stake are content deliberately to accept 
Tammanyism with all its expensiveness. as 
the surest guarantee against Socializm or a 
too rapid extension of social control. They 
regard it as a kind of bachelor’s tax which 
ore would sooner pay than have a «overn- 
mental mother-in-law. Others want 4a gOV- 
ernment which they can contro! rather than 
a government which will control them. 

The situation in New York is by no 
means unique. Tammany is merely the 
biggest. certainly not the blackest of puwiit- 
ical machines. In many other cities vossism 
today shows far uglier aspects. One for- 
beare to mention a once proud city of the 
Middle West, and surely Vareism has a lot 
to answer for. Bossism is a disease through 
which almost all of our cities with any size- 
able immigrant population have had to 
pass, a measles of sociological youth.

Rag rugs—round, oval or square, 
factory or hand made, woven or 
braided—are inexpensive and ap- 
propriate for summer use if care- 
fully chosen, and they. provide col- 
or. But, if they are to give good 
service, the housekeeper must se- 
lect them wisely. Many rugs are 
so light in weight that they are 
easily wrinkled and are moved out 
of place when a person walks over 
them. Some are made of colors 
that soil easily. 

Housekeepers should select 
heavyweight rugs with dark colors, 
says the New York State College 
of Home Economics at Cornell Uni- 
versity at Ithica, N. Y. 

Fiber and grass rugs have be- 
come popular in recent years. They 
are cheaper than most other kinds 
of rugs and they are fairly durable 
under moderate use. Generally 
they are not too conspicuous in de- 
sign and color. Becauses they are 
asually of open weave and permit 
dirt to sift through, the housekeep- 
er must take particular care to pre- 
vent dirt from accumulating on the 
floor underneath.

If no medicine is avail- 
able, cold compresses will give re- 
lief to badly burned areas.

The controversy over the ap- 
pointment of Federal and State re- 
eeivers for the” International Life 
Insurance Co. was settled by agree- 
ment of all parties in Federal 
Court today and Federal Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves of Kansas City as- 
sumed sole jurisdiction, appointing 
a new set of receivers with instruc- 
tions to study thoroughly and re- 
port on the various plans for re- 
insurance and rehabilitation of the 
company. ) 

The receivers are Massey Wil- 
son, former president and one of 
the founders of Intern&tional Life, 
and Ben C. Hyde, State Superinten- 
dent of Insurance, whd were rec- 
ommended to the Court for ap- 
pointment by Charies G. Revele, | 
counsel for International Life 
They will replace E. P. Wilson ‘and | 
Robert L. Daly, acting State insur- 
ance Commissioner, who have been 
acting as Wemporary receivers. 

Revelle Urges HReinsurancc. 

In addressing the court, Revelle 
amnounced that objection to Ped- 
eral receivesrhip was withdrawn im 
the interest of early disposition of 
the case. Speaking for officers of 


holders, he urged Judge Reeves to | 
accept the re-insurance plan by; 
which the Missouri State Life In- 
surance Co. would take over the 
$303,000,000 of insurance of Inter- 
national Life. He was supported in 
his plea by spokesmen for the 
Committee of Insurance Commis- 
sions of nine states who in investi- 
gating the company’s affairs dcis- 
covered the $3,562,900 shortage in 
assets withdrawn from the com- 
pany by its president, Roy’ C. 
Toombs of Chicago. ; 

Judge Reeves, however, declared 
he “would not function for the re- 
ceivers and would expect the re- 
ceivers to function for the court.” 
He instructed the recefvers to pro- 
ceed expeditious!:y but cautiosuly 
and carefully” with an investiza- 
tien of the company’s condition 
and a study of all plans of re-in- 
surance, reorganization or rehab- 
ilitation which may be submitted. 
With the appointments, Judge 
Reeves continued the hearing in- 
definitely.
